Last year the well has been dug by hand according to 6 plen 
suggested by your Department and two months after there was no 
more water.The well is about 15 feet deep and on my opinion I 
do not think it is sufficient,on account of the_hill and the 


uick sand in ghis place. 
T do not take any decision at present,but I beleive the best 


way to have water there,is to dig 4 well about 25 to S30 feet deep 
with a diamond drill.in this manner the general level would be 
reached and the coat of quick sand, passed. 

The reasons of the trouble is certainly the quick sand and 
if we want to have water,we must dig deep enough to be clear of 
it. 

I will continue to study carefuly that question befor giving 
a definite recommendation,and in a couple weexs I will sen@ you 
my report.

The prineipal of the Marie Indien Day School spoke me about the buil- 
Ging of a fowls' house. 
The construction for about 60 hens would cost approximately $500.00. 


The Community (Sisters) are willing to pay hs of the cost or $100.00. 
The balanee for the building and the purchese of 50 pullets,about ¥25.00 
would be paid by your Department. 

It is in few words the plan submitted to me by the Principal of the 
School. 

However, the $100.00 would be repaid to your Department ,only 
next year,because the Principal of the School says that they have not 
the means to secure it now. 
The difficulty fpr the Sisters to get meat and eggs in the neighbourhood 
of the Marie Reserve is one of the reasons justifying the construction 
of a fowls' house. 

Moreover,for the pupils who will ettend next year the Poultry Farming 
Courses,it would be good* thing for them to practice what they learn in 
class.

My dear Sister: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of September 
7, in which you submit a report on the vocational studies under- 
taken and carried forwaré by you during the lest academic year 
et the Maria School. 


This report, on the whole, is encouraging to the 
officials here ané to myself. We feel thet it is jpossible to 
overemphasize the value of vocational instruction and practical 
training in the courses provided by the Department for Indian 
boys and girls. 


It is my intention to ask the Purchasing Division 
for ea new sewing machine for your school and a certain amount 
of flannelette will be purchesed for you by the Welfare Division. 
I am anxious that you should do everything humanly possible to 
encourage the Indians, particulerly Indien boys and girls whose 
parents may be gainfully employed, to make a contribution, no 
matter how amall, to these projects. For example, it might be 
possible, in some cases, for the Indian parents to purchase the 
material, on the understanding that the actuel task of making 
dresses or clothing of any kind would be undertaken as part of 
the school work. In dealing with Indians I heve learned from 
experience that it is comparatively easy to drift into a 
condition whereby Indians expect not only their educetion, 
medical care and relief allowances to be provided free, but also 
their clothing and even amusements, regardless of the opportunities 
thet may arise from time to time for them to become self-su rting. 
This policy, in my judgment, invariebly leads to the demoralizetion 
or the Indien population, just as our relief policy of ea few years 
ago led to the demoralizeation of the white populetion. I feel 
confident, however, thet as you gain in experience eat the school 
you will be cereful to safeguard against these dangers. It has 
oceurred to me thet you might use, very profitebly end very 
effectively, in your vocational courses, ea large amount of the

Further to our conversation when in Ottawa 
last, since I have prepared slowly to cover completion of 
Obedjiwan, Manowan and Mistassini schools. 

Mr. Magnus Edwardson, who has been doing work 
for us on nursing stations and schools, is prepared to go in 
with others and do ell this work this summer. 


Considering, it is sbsolutel impo ble to 
make arrangements for crews of men, their transportation, 
also supplies, at the last minutes; arid to do these three 
jobs this summer it means rushing in immediately after break 
up and if possible before, that is last trips. I would 
anopreciate authority to meke arrangements to do this work on 
account season 1949-50. 


As regerd Waswanipi, it is only a matter of a 
man going in for about a month to complete details. Here, 
there is a plan underway to do some Indian houses, in any 
event some improvements. I estimate completion of the school 
will be possible probably ghrough these other men, which meens 
savines on transportation, etc. 


Requisitions for supplies are being prepared 
now and I hope to be able to submit by early Februery for 
spring delivery if you heve funds aveilable on present fiscal 
year, or for early summer delivery as @ charge to 1949-50 
appropriations. Our summer program is developing to a new 
high, thet is very heavy, end if we experience too many delsys 
we won't be able to carry it out. Our medical service alone 
colls for 6 to 7 nurses in the field. Here as you know every- 
thing hes to be worked out in full details to put it over. This 
with other things we have only 3 or 4 months to do it. Needless 
to say we must be prepared in advance and everything must be 
®imed well ahead.

They more or less dis- 
puted the slabs. Very likely the spectators if asked 
to work, with time will disappear for immediate they 
all give a hand. 


indians, the few employed, are being 
trained to do various jobs. we hope next Spring our 
local “crew” will be of real use.

As I wrote 
to you recently regarding the teacher at the Coago 
Bridge School, the teacher at this school is also just 
sterting and consequently will obably reguire conusidereble 
edvice and assistance for a few months until she is able 
to control the situation. 

I view of the crowded condition of the 
school, the Department does not see eny reason for allowing 
children to attend who are not recognized Indians. By 
following this reguletion the attendence would be reduced 
to 50. 


Regerding the Janitor allowance of 
$15.00 a month, it is not possible under present reguletions 
for us to pey a larger amount. If we 414 we would heve 
to heve the situstion classified by the Civil Service 
Commission and an appointment made by them. I cannot 
sce any reason why the older children could not do some 
of the cleening in the classroom and thereby release tie 
Jenitor for other duties. I feel there should be full 
co-operation amon, the teacher, the pupils end the Janitor. 


If the latter will not cerry out 


instructions given to him by the teacher end yourself, you 
should endeavour to obtein someone else.

It 
would be better to my opinion to have a man teacher 
at that School, preferably a married man, who could 
occupy the living quarters in the back and would look 
after the School in a better way that it has been 100- 
ked after. This teacher could also receive the Jani- 
torts salary and have more authority with those chil- 
aren than a gtfl vould have. There is no dc ubt that 
the present teacher is doing #11 in her power to con- 
trol these children, but they are a hard »bimch to han- 
aie. This question is very important and 4 married 
couple at that School with the woman to help along with 
the Homemaker's club would certainly be a great help 
to these Indians. 


If this question has to be discussed pre- 
viously to hiring & man tegcher, I will be at your dis-

I have your letter of July the 16, 1946, 
concerning certain suggestions that have been made to the 
Department of Indian Affairs, concern ng improvement of the 
educational services of the Mani eki Agency:

about one mile from the Maniwaki Village the other teachers 
could easily live in the Villege and go to their work every 
morning. At the moment there is no one living there, the 
Teacher lives in Maniweki and this year thie school has been 
broken in three times and I was there this morning and dis- 
covered that it still has been broken in since the holidays 
and six windows are completely broken, that would need to be 
repaired immediately. One thing that should be done at that 
School immediately is get an Artesian well dug immediately. 
There is no water at that School and it has to be drawn 
about 10 acres. We have in Maniwaki a contractor who dige 
wells and I am sure he would be glad to dig one for the De- 
partment at that School so a pump could be installed and 
iater on also install electric lights and a pressure pump 
who would give you sufficient water for drinking, for the 
residence and for all of the toilets that could easily be 
installed in the cellar, after a cesspool has been buil® 
outside the building. You will find that in my estimates 
of this year I included these works for this particular 
School but nothing was included for building a new class 

at that particular School. I would suggest ea survey of 

the situation be made by one of the Department's employees 
and a report be made to the Department in regerd to the 
suggestions I have made in this letter. 


I may add in closing that since I have 
been Indian Agent of this Reserve, no ameliorations has 
been noticed in regard to education. It is the most im- 
portent factor and the only one that the Department will 
succeed in making anything out of those Indians on this 
Reserve. If nothing is do n this regard, the Indians 
instead of improving theiy/s7Ytuation, are going backward.

The matter of DINOM& having lived opposite the 
school during the 5.. & Theft was discussed with Chief 
TISSOT and he was of the opinion that the subject had not 
resided there at the time of the theft, therefore could hard= 
iy be responsible . He stated that it was the consensus of 
opinion,amongst the Indians, that this offence had been 
commtted by some of the younger Indian lads, who undoubtedly 
destroyec the loot or cashed it in the bush. 


4. Some of the older Indians were questioned regarding 
this opinion, ani when questioned as to what goounds this 
opinion was based upon stated that they believed that this 
Was @ retaliation or revenge for having been convicted on 

previous charge of Breaking into this school. The lads 
responsible for the previous trouble at the school were not 
on the Heservation at the time the patrol was in the vicinit: 
these men will be interviewed at the first opportunity, and 
their homes searched in an endeavour to locate the mi cing 
kitehen ware taken from the school. 


Le No one in authority at the school heve any idea 

as to when the school was broken into, other than that it 
Look place sometime uring the school holidays (two months) 
am have no information, nor su ations that would assist 
with the enquiry, however it is hoped that information of 
value can be secured when in the Maniwaki Distr. on the next 
patrol.

March llth, 1931, on his inspection of the MANIWAKI 
INDIAN DAY SCHOOL. 


Original on File 18-2-6. 


The walls of the classroom are badly cracked in 
some places. YThey will need repairs in the near future. 

It is evident that the kind of stove used in the 
classroom takes too much space, being placed in the middle 
of the classroom. With the new kind of stove which can be 
Placed in the corner of the classroom, it would give more 
room for the pupils. At present, one-third of the classroom 
cannot be used on account of that stove. 

At least five desks ought to be replaced. They are 
not only in bad shape, but might be a danger for the pupils. 

Some of the school desks are not proportionate to 


the age of the pupils; something could be done along that line.

Sir: 


The Provincial School Inspector, in a report 
on his recent inspection of the Maniwaki Indian Day 
School, states that the walls of the classroom are 
badly cracked in some places, requiring repairs in the 
near future. He also states that the stove in use in 
the classroom takes up too much space and that, if a 
new stove, of a type whieh can be placed in a corner 
of the room, was installed, it would give more space 
for the pupils. He further states that at least five 
aesks ought to be replaced. 


You might furnish your opinion regarding 
the repairs required to the walls of the classroom 
and state whether you would recommené that a new 
stove be installed. You should give an estimate of 
the cost of carrying out any recommendations made by 
you. 


Regarding the new desks, please state whether 
those at present in use are Single or double, ani, if 
you have the information, the name of the manufacturer. 
This may be stamped on the metal part of the desks. The 
size and the number of each size of new desks required 
should be stated. 


When we have the information asked for, 
consideration will be given as to whether the equip- 
ment mentioned can be provided andi the work of 
repairing the classroom carried out.

The interior of the school is in very bad 
State of repair. The plaster is cracked and while 
perhaps not dangerous, is most unsightly and neglected 
looking. If funds are available this summer, I would 
recommend that the walls and ceiling of both the 
classroom and entrance porch be plastered or beaverboarded 
and painted. the outside of the building is in fair condit- 
ion. I could not see the condition of the roof as it was 
covered with snow. this should be determined before 


anything is done to the interior.

As you are aware the instructions from the 
Minister's office on memorandum of July 18th, turned ovt hereunder, are 
for the erection of a combined day school and teacher's residence, which 
will materially increase the cost. I might aleo add that the excavation 
for this building will have to be made entirely in solid rock, (granite) 
and this will eleo edd to the cost. I am however of the opinion that 
an amount cf $6,500 will be sufficient to build this school and teacher's 
residence, and with your approval I shall ask the Schools Branch to raise 
an encumbrance requisition for this amount. 


The work on this building started this 
morning, end will give quite a number of local Indians, who sre experienced 
miners, employment. The job will be rushed in order that it may be 
completed before the winter sets in.

Be reported that the building was 
im @ poor coméition, too emall to accommodate the pupile attending 
it, and recommended that « new school be provided. 


Ae mo funde hed been especially provided for 
the erection of thie school, it was decided to use the Tuncs 
that had been included in the Estimates for the erection of e 
two room school building om the White Bear's Indian Reserve 
Ho 70, Mooee Mountain Agenay, Sask., which was postpomed until 
= later date. 


Plans were sccordingly prepared and the work 
Commenced by day labour om September 145th, under the supervision 
of Mr. Bémond Dupras, of Gracefield, Que. wing to an accident 
which cocurred shortly efter the work sterted Mr. Dupres was 
imeapacitatec, and Mr. Henri Leédoux was employeé es foreman, and 
the work has since then been carried cut under Bie supervision. 


The estimated cost of the work was $6,500.00 
ama to Gate the building is partly sheeted in and ie now being 
shingled.

® per instructions I made yesterday another inspection of 
the above mentioned building, and beg to give you the following 
information. 


The ground sround the building has been cleared of trees 
and brush, which were considered « nuisance and « danger, these being 
taken away where it is expected that they will be cut into fuel wood. 


The concrete foundation of the building ie entirely completed 
as well ae the framing, imoluding the stained shingle roof, with the 
exception of the porches and verandahs. 


The exterior of the building is now ready to receive the clap- 
board sheeting and cornices. 


Pert of the inside board sheeting ie also completed ready 
to receive the gyprock sheeting, and the window frames are ready for 
adjustment in place. 


The brick chimmey is completed. 


A drain made of 4 inch tile has been laid from the basement 
as far as a @ully located quite a distance from the building to ensure 
the drainage of the basement end which can be used for the disposal 
of sewage should « bathroom be installed in the teacher's residence, 
which installation is now being recommended in « Separate memorandum 
to the Schools Branch. 


The basement floor is ready to receive the cement finishing 
coat. 

The above mentioned work, with the exception of the clearing 
and levelling, was mostly performed by white lebour in « thorc ughly 
satisfactory manner. 
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The work has progressed in a surprisingly quick manner, 
considering the difficulties wich were encountered in the excavation 
for the basement, which wae done in @olid granite, requiring much 
iebour end time, and Consequently heavy additional end unforeseen 
expenses. 


The work up the present has cost approximately $2,900 
for labour, and $2,200 for materials already supplied but not paid 
for, which means that a total expenditure of $5,100 has been made 
to date. 


I estimate that under the Same arrangements the work could 
be completed for approximately $3,500. 


I beg to advise that the difference between the estimated 
cost of $6,500 and that now eetimated is due to the fact that part 
of the school lot had to be Cleared, and levelled, a drain had to 
be constructed to ensure the drainage of the basement, etc., and 
the extra excavation which had to be done in solid granite. 


It ie understood thet Indian Agent Geuthier, who hed charge 
of the purchasing of the materials up to the present time, will send 


all accounts, pay-lists, eto. to the Department within the course of 
® day or so.

I understand that ean artesian well is authorized to 
provide eafe drinking water for the above mentioned building. Will 
you please sdvise if provision should be made at the present time 
for the instelletion of a small bathroom adjoining the bedroom 
ion the first floor of the building, at a cost of about $175.00. 


As mentioned in a separate report to the Deputy Minister 
as to the progress of the work, a four inch drain has been laid from 
the basement of the building to a gully some distance from the school 
which could be advantageously used for the disposal of sewage from 
the bathroom and kitchen. 


If thie is to be authorized, I would like to be advised 
as soon as possible. 


Beforethe excavation work was commenced for the basement of the 
building the land around the site was cleared of Arge trees and brush, 
which were useless and considered a nuisance and a danger, the work being 
done by the Indians exclusively. Quite ea number of large trees were 
cut down, trimmed end piled on the school property. I would suggest 
a8 a measure of economy that they be cut into suitable lengths for fuel 
for the new echool. This work could be done by the Indians, who are 
anxious to earn money. I would not advise giving the wood to the 
Indians 4s it would create trouble among them.

Re: New Maniwaki Indian Day School. 


I made an examination of a spring located nemr the new 
school, and beg to advise that the water is ordinary surface water, 
unfit for drinking purposes. 


There ie a well, some three hundred feet from the school, 
where the water appears to be safe. This well was dug down to a 
@epth of 15 feet by the Indians, there being a good supply of water 
the year round. I would suggest that a well be bored to a depth 
of 25 feet, at a cost of about $100.00 including the pump, etc. 
I believe that the chances of getting a good supply of water are 
favourable. 

I might add that the Contractor started the work last 
Thursday. I had an interview with the new foreman, whom I believe 
is fully quelified to supervise the construction of this building, 
which I expect will be completed before the Christmas holidaye.

as to the cost of labour I cennot determine the estimate. 


I think this job could be made in two different ways, 
by removing the window and door casings and putting them 
back into place over the Ten-Test, or leying the Ten- 
fert clore to the window and door casings and cover the 
seam with ea narrow strip of wood ( or Ten-Test if made) 
against the casing and iover the edge of the Ten-Test.
